Inquiry at the Westinghouse Hlectric Corporation, Hast Pittsburgh, 


- Pennsylvania, reflected that Vinogradoff had been employed by the Westinghouse 


Corporation on September 1, 1922, and that he had been Manager of the Foreign 
Enginsering Department from July” 1, 1936 to October 1,:1944, on which date he 


was officially retired from the Corporation. However, it was felt that Ke may 


have been of value. to the Westinghouse Corporation in its business dealings 
with the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission and he was transferred to 
the Westinghouse Electric International Corporation in New York City in an 
advisory capacity, As a result of this his retirement was held in abéyance. 
His work with the Westinghouse International Corperation dealt mainly with 
the organization of engineering classes in Washington, B, €,. for members of 
the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, These classes consisted of 
lectures by personnel from various industrial plants in the United States, 
including Westinghouse Electric Corporation. It was further learned that the 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation had exercised very little control of 
Vinogradoff during the last month of his’ émployment at Pittsburgh, and no 
records were available of his specific activities, An official of the 
‘Westinghouse Electric Corporation recalls that Vinogradoff wrote a letter to 
him in January, 1946, -wherein Vinogradoff had applied for a fellowship in the 
Westinghouse Foundation,
